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PARKDALE METHODIST CHURCH 
Una Bethune (Mrs. John K. Barnes) 


The Methodist Episcopal Church, South, was organized into a 
Circuit about the year 1847, the Rev. John Stanford, M.D. being 
the preacher in charge. He was succeeded in 1848 by Rev. Mr. 
Finn. Rev. Peter Haskin followed in 1849; James H. Andrews in 
1858; Rev. Bononi Harris in 1851; J.S. McCarrer in 1852; and H.R. 
Withers in 1853. The circuit embraced the whole county until 1867 
or 1868 when it was divided, the west half being called Hamburg 
Circuit, and the east half the Bartholomew Circuit. These have 
also since been divided, till now there is a single station church 
at Hamburg and three circuits, the Hamburg Circuit, situated in 
the southwestern part of the county, the Fountain Circuit, in the 
northern part of the county, and the Bartholomew Circuit, in the 
eastern part of the county. 

Poplar Bluff, the original name of Parkdale, Arkansas, was in 
the eastern, or Bartholomew Circuit under the pastorate of the 
Rev. Mr. Bushing. Poplar Bluff landing was in the early days of 
Ashley County the second town of the county in size and commer- 
cial importance, located on the east bank of Bayou Bartholomew, 
was incorporated in January, 1889. The Methodist and Baptist 
churches and school-house are there. 

Long before the above was recorded and the Poplar Bluff 
church was organized, the people of Poplar Bluff did not neglect 
the spiritual side of their lives. Since the landing for steam 
boats was naturally the center of the community activity it was 
also natural that here too, should the activity of the church and 


school be centered. It was traditional in those days for the 
church and school district to jointly build and share the same 
building. 


In the early 185@'s a two-story building was erected where 
the Parkdale cemetery is now located. This building served until 
the late 1806's when a log structure was built on the site that 
is now described as Lot 12, Tract 9 of the Richardson Survey. 

In 1944, under the leadership of the Rev. J.R. Dickerson and 
with both site and lumber donated by Mr. and Mrs. John W. Morris a 
new Methodist church was built, this time near the center of town 
and to the immediate east of the present church. Mr. Dickerson 
returned to Parkdale in 1926 and six years later built the church 
that presently serves the Methodist membership. This church is 
located on a site donated by Mr. and Mrs. C.C. Morschheimer, and 
is constructed of concrete blocks that were moulded and cured on 
the site. ; 

Two young men who grew up in the Parkdale Methodist church 
and later became ministers are Horace McMillan and Cephas Barton. 
There were two Parkdale school Superintendents that, soon after 
leaving Parkdale, also became ministers. They were Mr. Nat R. 
Griswold and his immediate successor, Mr. Gilbert F. Hyde.
